Precautions That Should.Be Observed 


by Those Afflicted 
With 


Tuberculosis. 


All persons who are intimately as- 


sociated with cases of active pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis cannot be too cau- 
tious about the proper disposition of 
tuberculosis sputum. 
Such sputum 


should always be received in cups 
containing a five per cent solution of 
lysol or carbolic acid, or In the ab- 
sence of these, milk of lime. Paper 
cups made especially for this purpose, 
may be used and subsequently burned, 
soiled 
handkerchiefs 
and 
cloths 


should be immersed for one hour In 
lysol or carbolic acid (five per cent) 
and then boiled before they are han- 
dled 
The patient should be provided 


with a set of dishes for his exclusive 
use, and these should be kept by 
themselves and boiled thoroughly aft- 
er each meal. Remember that tuber- 
culosis is a. preventable disease, but 
that Its control can. be accomplished 
only by the strictess observance of- 
sanitary precautions.

THE CRANBERRY INDUSTRY. 


One of the industries that brings 


in quite a bit of revenue to Grand 
Rapids and vicinity each year is the 
raising of cranberries. 
There is a 


large tract of land lying southwest 
of the city tha.t Is peculiarly adapted 
to this branch of horticulture, ana 
the men who are engaged in it are 
probably as well informed in their 
respective business-as it is possible 
to find a bunch of men. 
In the good oiu days cranberr'es 


grew wild on these great marshes 
and such a thing as putting any 
science into the raising of the crop 
was never thought of. Nautre pro- 
duced the fruit' and when autumn 


"" But 'the"crbp in; those days was a 
very 'uncertain: thing, and" -'manT -a- 
year there was great damage done 
by frosts, and the result was that 
some seasons there was not enough 
of a crop to pay to pick it. 


Then science stepped in and the 


matter of cultivating the marshes 
was taken up and the result has 
been that now as many berries are 
grown on a single acre as were in 
those days .produced on ten or more, 
and ,the crop is also much more cer- 
tain. 
Conditions have to be ex- 


tremely unfavorable now when there 
is not some kind of a. crop, and for a 
number of years past there have 
been very few failures. 


Science has also entered into the 


matter of packing and shipping the 
berries, so that nowadays they reach 
the consumer in just as nice condition 
as they leave the -marsh where they 
grow. The growers have an organ- 
ization by means of which the berries 
are distributed all over the country 
in an intelligent manner, so that one 
section is not gluted and another en- 
jtirely without the fruit,-as use to be 
the case years ago. This has result- 
ed ia growers getting better prices 
for the berries, as new territory is 
constantly being opened up, and the 
berries being packed in an intelligent 
manner, they invariably reach there 
destination in prime condition. 


It was formerly considered that 


cranberries would only keep a few- 
months at most, but now under im- 
proved condition it is possible to 
keep them a year without any trouble 
and they come, out in such fine shape 
.that.It is hard,to realize that so much 
•time has elapsed since they were 
gathered from tlie vines. 


When the cultivation of cranberr- 


ies first started it w_s considered a. 


very precarious propsition, but these 
days it has been placed on a more 
solid foo.ting, and the growers now 
come .to town in' their automobiles 
and the-business is as reliable as 
any branch of farming.

A WORD ABOUT OUR 


BI;GJNDUSTRY. 


To some people there is nothing 


very attractive about' a factory or 
manufacturing plant, but then there 
is another class of people wh oappre- 
ciate the great industries of a com- 
munity and who realize that it is 
to them that a community owes Its 
prosperity and progressiveness. 


The big industry at Grand Rapids 


is that of making pa'per, and few 
people who are not right on the 
ground where they can watch, the 
ceaseless grind of the wheels that 
turn day and night the year round 
realize what a great industry it is. 
The mere statement that a mill pro- 
duces seventy tons of print paper 
a day, conveys no hint of the miles 
and miles of paper that are manu- 
factured each day to make up this 
number of tons. 
But it was not for the purpose of 


telling about the fine points of pa- 
per making that this is being writ- 
ten. That is a matter that has been 
touched upon so often that most peo- 
ple pass it over with, hardly a thought 
The general public does not care par- 
ticularly whether it takes an acre 


\ 


of spruce timber to^operate one of tho 
big mills for a day, or whether it 
is ten. acres. Neither do they caro 
whether the timber Is shopped from 
Canada, or whether it Is hauled In 
with a team of mules from John 
Jimson's back forty, just so the pa- 
per is on hand when they want to 
read it. But there is another sldo 
to the paper making industry, iu 
Grand Rapids at least, that has not 
been touched oa to any great extent. 


The big mill a.t Grand Rap.lds and 


the one at Biron is operated by the 
Consolidated Water Power and Pa- 
per Company, and at both, of these 
plants something has been done that 
appeals to humanity more strongly 
than the mere making of so many 
tons of paper each day. 
George W. 


Mead is at the head of the two plants, 
and since the first day that ho took 
charge of the Grand Rapids Mill, 
he has demonstratd the fact that 
there were some Ideas in his head 
other than making a financial suc- 
cess of the business. In this ago of 
specialization a man is considered to 
be all right if he can make a success 
of a business without looking after 
any of the artistic features that ap- 
peal to a' certain class of people 
who are not'supposed to be business 
men, 
hence this mention of th<i«o 


matters outside of dollars and cents. 


One of the first things that Mr. 


Mead went into was the beautifying 
of the groutads about the Grand! 
Rapids plant. 
In order to do this 


properly an island Just south of the 
mill was called into use. On this 
island was built au artistic stone 
office. 
Then the ground surround- 


ing the office was filled la where ue- 
cessory and by using tho natural 
beauty with which, nature had en- 
dowed the spot, combined with what 
man could do for It, a park was made 
that in artistic merit is equal to 
anything that Is found in the big 
cities. 
An artistic stone bridge con- 


nects the island with the main land, 
and all of the land in that vicinity 
has been worked into the general 
scheme, so that the mill surround- 
ings never fall to cause comment 
from an outsider who happens to 
visit the city. The park, by the way 
has always been open to the public 
to use at all times, being well light- 
ed at night, and the only thing that 
is demanded by the company 1& that 
the flowers and shrubs in tho park 
be allowed to grow and bloom as ua- 
ture intended they should. 


At Biron, four miles up rivor, 


where the other plant of tho com- 
pany is located, even greater chang- 
es are being made. 
At that point 


an entire town has been remodeled 
and beautified. The company dur- 
ing the past two years has built a 
score of new houses of different sizes 
to be rented to the employes of the 
mill. 
These houses are modern in 


every respect, and the grounds sur- 
rounding them have been filled in 
and beautified and the adjacent coun- 
try drained, and the result Is that 
the village of Biron has been chang- 
ed from a swamp-surrounded burg to 
a beautiful little city that is now a 
pride to the residents. 
The people 


in their town, and an entirely dif- 
feren't feeling seems to prevail ther<>. 


The company has also fixed up a 


club house for the use of the people 
of the village, and it IB so arranged 
that 
entertainments 
can. be held 


there, social gatherings indulged iu, 
and 't has the effect of bringing the 
whole village together into one large 
family with the result that the com- 
munity works together as one- man 
for the betterment of the whole vil- 
lage. 
Altho the new club houst; has 


been in condition for use but a short 
time, several social gatherings and 
dances have been held there, and the 
interest that has been shown makes 
1= appreciated by the workmen and 
it evident that this Is a feature that 
their families, and that In time it 
will work wonders in the way of mak- 
ing a more enlightened and co-opera- 
tive 
community. 
The 
grounds 


there have begun to take an interest 
around this club house are also be- 
ing parked and planted with shrubs 
and flowers with the idea of making 
it pleasing to the eye. 


These mills were also the first in 


this section to adopt the eight hour 
day for their workmen, which Is a 
great improvement over 
the old 


system of twelve hours, making the 
conditions as Ideal as it is possible 
to get them.

Precautions That Should.Be Observed 


by Those 
Afflicted With 


Tuberculosis. 


All persons who are Intimately as-, 


cociated with cases of active pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis cannot be too cau- 
tious about tho proper disposition of 
tuberculosis sputum. 
Such sputum 


should always be received in cups 
containing a five per cent solution of 
lysol or carbolic acid, or in the ab- 
sence'of these, milk of lime.. Paper 
cups made especially for this purpose, 
may'be used and subsequently burned, 
.soiled 
handkerchiefs 
and 
cloths 


should be. immersed Cor one hour in 
lysol. or carbolic acid (five per cent) 
and.then boiled before they are han- 
dled. The patient should be provided 
with'ra set of dishes for his exclusive 
use, and these should be kept by 
themselves and boiled thoroughly aft- 
er each. meal. Remember that tuber- 
culosis is a preventable disease, but 
that Its control can.be accomplished 
only by the strlctess observance of 
sanitary precautions.

ernment for the use of the water 
power.

It changes 
existing law so as to provide, "thdt- 
tho compensation required from the

annum upon the total investment cost 
of such improvements to the United 
States, in addition to the annual ex- 
penses of maintenance of the headwa- 
ter improvement, all of which shall be 
divided among all tho dams on tha 
stream receiving benefits from the in- 
creased flow, and shall be. equitably 
apportioned among all the benefici- 
aries."

probably as well Informed Iu their 
respective business as It Is possible 
lo tlnd a bunch of men. 


In the good oul days cranberr'es 


grew wild on these great marshes 
and such a thing us patting any 
science Into the raising of the crop 
was never thought of. Nautre pro- 
duced the i'ruit and when autumn 


been that now as many berries are 
grown on a single acre as were In 
those days produced on ten or more, 
,uid ithe crop is also much more cer- 
tain. 
Conditions have to be ex- 


tremely unfavorable now when there 
s not some kind of a crop, and for a 
number of years past there have 
been very few failures. 


Science has also entered Into the 


matter of packing and shipping the 
berries, so that nowadays they reach 
the consumer in jus,t as nice condition 
as they leave the marsh where they 
grow. 
The growers have an organ- 


ization by means of which the berries 
are distributed all over the country 
in an intelligent manner, so that one 
section is not g-luted and another en- 
jtirely without the fruit, as use to be 
the case years ago. This has result- 
ed In growers getting better prices 
for the berries, as new 'territory Is 
constantly being opened up, and the 
berries being packed In. an Intelligent 
manner, they Invariably reach there 
destination in prime condition. 


It was formerly considered that 


cranberries would only keep a few 
months at most, but now under Im- 
proved condition It is possible to 
keep them a year without any trouble 
and they come, out in such fine shape 
ithat it Is hard.to realize that so much 
time has elapsed since they were 
gathered from the vines.

B(G_INDUSTRY, 


To some people there is nothing 


very attractive about'a factory or 
manufacturing plant, but then there 
is another class of people wh oappre- 
clate the great "Industries of a com- 
munity and who realize that it is 
to them that a community owes its 
prosperity and progressivenesa. 


The big Industry at Grand Rapids 


Is that of making pa'per, and few 
people who are not right on the 
ground where they can watch the 
ceaseless grind of the wheels that 
turn day aud night the year round 
realize what a great Industry it is. 
The mere statement that a mill pro- 
duces seventy tons of print paper 
a day, conveys no hint of the miles 
and miles of paper that are manu- 
factured each day to make up this 
number of tons. 


But it was not for the purpose of 


telling- about the fine points of pa- 
per making that this is being writ- 
ten. That is a matter that has been 
touched upon so often that most peo- 
ple pass it over with hardly a thought 
The general public does not care par-

LOST OCEAN UNER EMPRESS OF, IRELAND 


JBreat Liner Goes to Bottom at Mouth of. St.. Law- 


rence River Following a Collision 


With a Collier. 


. Rimouski, Quo., Way 31.—Nine bun- 
•drad aad sixty-nine persons lost their 
Jives Friday morning -when the great 
Canadian Pacific twin screw liner Em- 
press of Ireland was rammed amid- 
ehins in a thick fog off Father Point 
in the St. Lawrence and sunk by the 
Norwolgian collier Stofstad. 
Four hundred and eighteen survi- 


vors were picked up from floating 
wreckage and two lifeboats. 


And only 12 of the saved are women. 
Gathered piecemeal from survivors 


tho horror of this wreck grows with 
the telling.. 


Waters Quickly Engulf • Ship. 
Tho doomed ones had little time 


even to pray. They were engulfed by 
tho onrushlng waters that swallowed 
tho big ship inside of nineteen min- 
utes from the timo sho was struck. 


The wireless operators on the Em- 


press, sticking to their posts to the 
last, had time only to send a few "S. 
O. S." calls for help when the rising 
waters 
silenced 
their instruments. 


That silence told the rescuers miles 
away more potently than a buglo that 
doom had overtaken the ship. 


Only six hours before this fateful 


collision the passengers sang as' a 
good-night hymn "God Be With You 
Till We Meet Again," played by the 
Salvation Army band on board. 


Tho members of that band and most 


of tho 165 Salvationists were among 
tho lost. 


Survivors Tell of Fog. 


It was foggy, according to survivors, 


when the Empress of Ireland, a eteel- 
liuUed, steel-bulkheaded ship of more 
than eight thousand tons, l»£t Mon- 
treal at -1:30 Thursday afternoon in 
command o£ EC. Q. Kendall of 
the 


Royal 7-favol Reserve, one of the most 
skilled of transatlantic navigators. 


Forest fires also obscured tha at- 


mosphere and tho big ship, in qharge 
of a pilot, proceeded slowly on her 
way to sea; At midnight the pilot aide 
left near • Father Point, shouting a 
merry "Bon Voyage" as he went down 
their ladder to his waiting boat. • 


Tho darkness at this time was in- 


tense and the ship under the slowest 
opeod possible with steerageway held 
her course. Her decks wera deserted. 
Tho passengers had all sought their 
berths with no thought of Impending 
death. 


Out of the darkness, on the port 


side, soon .after 2.30 in the morning 
there loomed the little Norwegian col- 
lier 'not half the size of the Empress, 
but fated to bo her destroyer. 


Not until the collier was almost 


abeam of the big liner was tha danger 
known on either ship. Tha fog had 
blotted out the lights as well aa the 
port and starboard lights of both ships. 


Quick orders trumpted on both ves- 


sels were heard. But they came all 
too late. 


Strikes Ship Amidships.

Men and women, shrieking, praying, 


crying for aid that was fated to arrive 
too late, fell over one another In that 
last struggle for life on board, the 
doomed Empress of Ireland, 
" Frenzied mothers -leaped overboard 
with their babies in their arms.' Others 
knelt on deck and tried to. pray-In the 
few moments left to them. Some ;were 
flung overboard by the heeling of the 
slnkinr ship and some broke their legs 
or arms In trying to reach the life- 
boats.

Kendall Blames Collier. 


Himouski, Que , June 1.—Gapt- Har- 


ry "O Kendall of the*" Empress of Ire- 
and blames the commander of tte 
collier Stcistad for the sinking of the 
liner. Before the coroner's Jury Sat- 
urday .he told how the Empress 
dropped' Its vp'llot Thursday night at 
Father Point, near which the disaster 
occurred.

hausted from the struggle and the ex- 
posure Vwas picked up by a lifeboat:.

Child Says She Saved Herself. 


Only two children are. known to 


have been saved from the wreck. A 
wonderful rescue was one of these— 
little eight-year-old Grade Hanagan, 
daughter>of the leader of the Salvation 
Army band. r-Her father and mother 
were both drowned. Grade was not 
told of her loss and belie'ved at night 
that her father and mother would 
come to Quebec on the next boat. 


When asked how she was saved

Heard Boilers Blow.'Up. 


"As I swam through the' icy waters 


I heard the dull explosion caused by 
the water reaching the engines of the 
sinking ship. It was followed by a 
burst of steam that spread to all parts 
of the vessel. Then came a quick 
listing of the liner and she turned 
over. ' It looked to me as If she turned 
turtle. 
"I don't think the«e were many first- 


class passengers -saved. I saw only 
one of the first-class boats lowered. 


"The "weather was virtually calm 


and there was plenty of light on the" 
water when I came on deck. I saw no 
fog."I thought at first we had hit a rock. 
Some officers of the vessel came along 
and said that the ship would not go 
any further, for bottom had been 
struck. 


Praise Liner's Crew. 


"The behavior of the crew was, on 


the whole, good, though it must be 
said that the men hardly had time to 
collect themselves or to effect rescues 
in any systematic way.

CHURCH BUILT FROM A TREE 


Single Giant Redwood of California 


Furnished Enough Material for 


the Whole Structure. 


In Santa Rosa, Cal., Is a Baptist 


church building, tho product of a sin- 
gle giant redwood tree which grew 
In the neighborhood of GuernevIIle, a 
fow mile's distant from where it now 
stands. Not only Is the main struc- 
ture built from the one tree, but the 
interior finishings—except the floor, 
which is of pine—are of the same 
wood, beams, pulpit and seatlngs, not 
a particle of plaster or other similar 
material being used In this remark- 
able building. 
The tree when sawed yielded 78,- 


000 feet of'lumber, and after the build- 
ing was finished In every particular, 
enough material was left to manufac- 
ture several thousand shingles, be- 
sides a quantity of scantlings, Joists 
and other dimension stuff. So careful- 
ly were the details planned and so 
skilfully was the framework put to- 
gether, that the builders of this one- 
tree church declared it might be as 
enduring as the old Saxon churches 
of England built centuries ago out of 
native timber and still In use. It Is 
gothic in style, finished with massive 
buttresses outside and heavy beams 
Inside. A tower 70 feet high was built 
on the southwest corner, but it came 
down at the time of the great earth- 
quake In 1906.

Scientist Points Out Why Instinct to 


Kill Insects Has Root In Self- 


Preservation. 


Our instinct tcHdU insects at sight 


is perfectly sound, writes Dr Woods 
Hiitchinaon. Out o£ the quarter of a 
million species now known to science, 
a mero handful are even remot° ^ 
helpful to man, and most of these only 
by tlielr power oE living ^° 
and 1110,0 dangerous insects. On 


other hand, thousands of species are

plants and to his domestic animals. 
Whole tribes have been swept out ot 
existence by the attack of insects car- 
rying bacilli-as within the last two 
decades in Central Africa by the dread

weakened and crippled and whole civ- 
ilizations retarded by another insect- 
borne disease—malaria. 
Indeed, re- 


cent investigators have advanced the 
theory that the historic- decline .in both 


Greece and Rome was largely due to 
the ravages of this' disease, brought 
into Europe by armies returning from 
wars'in Asia and Africa. It may yet 
come when we see things-in'their true 
perspective that the warriors of civ- 
ilized nations will turn from slaugh- 
tering one another to battling against 
our insect enemies. Turn every bat- 
tery of artillery in the world against 
that angel of the pestilence, the com- 
mon house fly, and in ten years he 
-would

exterminated root • and

our 50,000 deaths In the United States 
every year from the summer diseases 
of children, two-thirds of our. dysen- 
teries and .choleri morbus and one- 
fourth of our typhoid, with not a lit- 
tle of our. tuberculosis, our tetanus 
and our boils and blood poisonings.».

Great Liner Goes to Bottom at Mouth of St. Law- 


rence River Following a Collision 


With a Collier. 


Itimouakl, Quo., May 31,—Nino nun- 


•drod and sixty-nine persons lost their 
Jives Friday morning when the groat 
Canadian Pacific twin screw liner Em- 
press of Ireland was rammed amid- 
ships in n thick fog off Father Point 
in the St. Lawrence and sunk by.the 
Norwolglan collier Storstad. 


Four hundred and eighteen survi- 


vors wero picked up from floating 
wreckage and two lifeboats. 


And only 12 of tho saved are women. 
Gathered piecemeal from survivors 


tho horror of this wreck grows with 
tho telling., 


Waters Quickly Engulf Ship. 
The doomed ones had little tlmo 


even to pray. They were engulfed by 
tho onrushlng waters that swallowed 
tho big ship inside of nineteen min- 
utes from the time sho was struck. 


The wireless operators on the Em- 


press, sticking to tholr posts to the 
last, had time only to send a few "S. 
O. S." calls for help when the rising 
waters 
silenced 
their 
instruments. 


That silence told the rescuers miles 
away more potently than a bugle that 
doom had overtaken tho ship. 


Only six hours before this fateful 


collision the passengers sang 
as" a 


good-night hymn "God Bo With You 
Till We Meet Again," played by the 
Salvation Army band on board. 


Tho members of that band and most 


of tho 1C5 Salvationists wero among 
tho lost. 


Survivors Tell of Fog. 


It was foggy, according to survivors, 


•when tho Empress of Ireland, a steel- 
hulled, Bteol-bulkheaded ship of more 
than eight thousand tons, Iwft Mon- 
treal at 4:30 Thursday afternoon In 
command of H. G. Kendall of the 
Royal Naval Reserve, ono of the most 
skilled of transatlantic navigators. 


Forest flres also obscured the at- 


mosphere and the big ship, In qhargo 
of a pilot, proceeded slowly on her 
way to sea; At midnight the pilot aide 
left near • Father Point, shouting a 
merry "Bon Voyage" as he wont down 
tholr ladder to his waiting boat. 


Tbo darkness at this tlmo was In- 


tense and the ship under tho slowest 
epood possible with steerageway held 
her course. Her decks were deserted. 
Tho passengers had all sought their 
berths with no thought of impending 
death. 


Out of the darkness, on tho port 


side, soon .after 2.30 In tho morning 
there loomed tho little Norwegian col- 
lier, not half the size of tho Empress, 
but fated to bo her destroyer. 


Not until tho collier was almost 


abeam of the big liner was the danger 
known on either ship. Tbo fog had 
blotted out tho lights as well as tho 
port and starboard lights of both ships. 


Quick orders trumpted on both vos- 


BOls wero hoard. But they came all 
too late. 


Strikes Ship Amidships. 


TJio steel-pointed prow of tho Stor- 


etad struck tho liner amidships and 
' then forged aft, ripping and tearing Its 
way through the Empress of Ireland. 


Clear to tbo stern of tho Empress of 


Ireland was the great steel shaving 
cut from her sldo, from the top of tho 
hull far below the water line. 
Into 


that rent tho water poured with the 
foroo of a Niagara. 


Tho bow of tho Storstad smashed its 


way through berth's on that side of the 
ship, killing passengers sleeping, in 
their berths and grinding bodies to 
pieces. 


Reaching the stem of tho big liner, 


the Storstad staggered o,ff in tho dark- 
ness, her bow crumpled by the Impact. 
Her commander was ready a few min- 
utes later> when ' he found his ship 
would float, to aid the crippled' and 
sinking Empress, but ho was too late 
to savo the majority of those on board, 


Carried to Bottom. 


The Empress of Ireland recoiled al- 


most on her starboard beam ends from 
tho blow of the collier and passengers 
wore flung from their berths against 
tho walls of their staterooms. 


Many wore stunned and before they 


had tlmo to recover, were carried to 
tho bottom with the ship. 


Tho vast' torrents pouring, into the 


great gash on the port side, aft, filled 
tho corridors and flooded every state- 
room abaft the midship section in- 
side of four, minutes. 


Thoro was never a chance for the 


helpless ones in tho after cabins and 
staterooms of tho liner. With her port 
side laid open for half its length from 
the midship section to tho stern, a 
selve had more chance to float than 
the Empress of Ireland, and 
the 


trapped passengers in that after sec- 
tion were doomed from the moment 
the Storstad struck. 


Reeling from the blow the ship be- 


gan to settle almost immediately as 
tho water rushed into the big- rent. 


From the forward cabins, however 


men and women In night attire stum^ 
bled along the corridors arid up tho 
companion way to the promenade deck 
—tho deck below, tho ono on which 
tho boats rested. 


Swarm to Deck. 


TJp they swarmed on deck in their 


night clothing to find the ship oeellng 
away to port and tho deck slanting Pat 
a degree that made it almost Impos- 
sible to stand even clinging to railings, 


Men and women, shrieking, praying, 


orying for aid that was fated to arrive 
too late, fell over one another In that 
last struggle lor life on board, the 
doomed Empress of Ireland. 
•' Frenzied mothers -leaped overboard 
with their babies in tholr arms. Others 
knelt on deck and tried to pray in the 
few moments loft to them. .Some were 
flung overboard by tho heeling of the 
sinking'ship and some broke.their legs 
or arms In trying to reach the life- 
boats. 


Above tho din of tho struggle on the 


great promenade deck could bo heard 
Captain Kendall, shouting commands 
for'tho launching of the lifeboats. Sev- 
eral wero launched -In the 19 minutes 
that tho ship floated. 


There was no time to observe the 


rule "Women first" In this disaster, for 
those nearest tho boats scrambled to 
places in them 


But 
even 
as

launched, while the wireless still was 
calling "S. O. S." there came a terrific 
explosion that almost rent the ship in 
twain, '

It was the explosion of the boilers 


water shot upward from the midship, 
section, mingled with fragments of 
wreckage, that showered down upon 
the passengers still clinging, to. the 
rails forward and upon those" s.trug- 
;llng In the water. 


The explosion 'destroyed the''last- 


hope of the ship's floating until.succor 
could .arrive,- . for 
the shock had 


smashed the forward steel .bulkhead 
walls that had up' to then shut out the 
torrents Invading the after part. The 
water rushed forward and the. Empress 
of Ireland,; went swiftly to'her doom, 
carrying down with her hundreds of 
passengers'who'stood,on her slanting 
deck,-their arms stretched upward and 
their last cries choked In the.engulfing 
waters. . 


One of the survivors, relating that 


last tragic scene on the decks'of the 
liner, said: .

There was a sickening crunching of 
wood and steel,and then a grinding, 
ripping sound as the Storstad smashed 
hefr way along the port side of. our 
ship.

"On deck officers of. the ship, par-

"The darkness was'intense and a 


few minutes after I reached the deck 
the electric lights went out. At that 
time there were, still .hundreds of pas- 
sengers.,below trying to. grope 'their 
way through the darkened corridors 
to the oompanionway and reach the 
.deck. Most of them went down with, 
the ship, for the corridors below filled 
right after the explosion of the boilers! 


"I leaped overboard In despair Just 


before the ship went down..and man- 
aged to find. a. bit oC wreckage to 
which.I clung." 


The gray dawn revealed the govern- 


ment steamers Lady Evelyn and Eu- 
reka near the scene of the disaster and 
hastening to aid. *"

Some of those lii'the water-tried to 


swim to the Eureka as she neared the 
point where, the Empress had gone 
down. One. woman, wearing only an 
undervest, swam to the Lady Evelyn, 
and was. helped on board, but died of 
exhaustion soon afterwards. 


The work of rescue still'was going 


on when the sun arose in a .cloudless 
sky.

spars and bits of broken planks. Many 
of the survivors were Injured, Some 
had broken legs, otners fractured arms

CHURCH BUILT FROM A TREE 


Single Giant Redwoocl of California 


Furnished Enough Material for 


the. Whole Structure. 


In .Santa, Rosa, Cal,, is a Baptist 


church building, tho product of a'sin- 
gle giant redwood tree which -grew 
lu the neighborhood of Guernevllle, a 
fow mile's distant from where it now 
stands. ..Not only is the main struc- 
ture built 'from the one tree, but the 
Interior finishings—except the floor, 
which is of pine—are of the same 
wood, beams, pulpit and seatlngs, not 
a particle of plaster or. other similar 
material being used in, this remark- 
able building. 


The tree when sawed yielded 78,- 


000 feet oflumber, and after the build 
Ing was finished in every particular 
enough material'was left to manufac- 
ture several thousand shingles, be- 
sides a' quantity of scantlings, joists 
and other dimension stuff. So careful 
ly were the details planned and so 
skilfully was the framework put to 
gether, that the builders of this one 
tree church declared-it might be as 
enduring as the old Saxon churches 
of England: built centuries ago out of 
native timber and still In use. It is 
gothic-'tn style, finished with massive 
buttresses .outside and .heavy • beamr 
inside. .A tower 70 feet high was bull 
on the southwest corner, but it came 
down at the time of the great earth 
quake in 1906.

State to Get Farm Fund. 
Governor McGovern gave formal as- 


sent of the state of Wisconsin to the 
Smith-I^ever act which provides for 
co-operative 
agricultural 
extension 


work between the states and the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture. 
The assent authorizes the board of re- 
gents of the university to receive in- 
stallments as they become due to the 
state before adjournment. 


The law makes available for tho 


next nine fiscal years $23,120,000 of 
federal funds for instruction and dem- 
onstrations in agriculture and home, 
economics. To obtain this total sum 
states must appropriate for like pur- 
poses a total of $18,800,000, making a 
grand total of $41,920,000 to be ex- 
pended, during the nine years. There- 
after the federal government is to ap- 
propriate $.4,580,000 annually, and the 
states must appropriate $4,100,000 an- 
nually, making a total of $8,680,000. 


Wisconsin's share for the fiscal year 


1914-15 is $10,000, and It is to place' 
*he state in position to receive this 
amount from the federal government 
that Governor McGovern took the 
action. 


Plan Honor Convict Camp. 


Convict labor in building state roads 


is to be used In Wisconsin soon under 
the direction of the state board of con- 
trol. Two camps of prisoners are to 
be placed at work in an experimental 
way within the next month, one at 
Waupan and one at Taycheedah, near 
the woman's Industrial home. 


The'plan of the board is to put the 


prisoners wholly upon their honor. 
Each company will contain about 30 
and no guard will be placed over them, 
the superintendent to be a person se- 
lected by the highway commission to 
have charge of the engineering aspects 
of the work and the foreman to have 
general direction of the men. 


The work at Waupun is to be upon 


what is known as the Waupan-Chester 
road, a bad piece of highway where it 
is proposed to build a modern con- 
crete road. At Taycheedah the pris- 
oners are to be employed In doing the 
preliminary work, such as grading and 
gstting theproadbed ready.
